GOD’S GREATNESS 


i Vastness Of His Work Is Shown By 


The Creation Of The Universe 


AST week we declared that if peo- 
ple had a correct concept of God, 
the Many questions asked by the un- 
believer and believer alike “Why 
this?” and “Why that?” in relation 
to God's dealings with men would be 
unnecessary. God will ever be a Being 
Who cannot be comprehended Him- 
self because He is infinite and many 
acts of Whose Providence will be mys- 
terious to us. We ourselves would be 
gods if we thought and understood 
in all respects like God. But we must 
not, like the infidel, see only God's 
infinite majesty and greatness; neith- 
er must we, hke the man who does 
not want to serve Him, deny that 
justice is one of His attributes; neith- 
er must we, like the rigorist or the 
scrupulous person, fail to perceive 
that God is good or merciful. We know 
that any perfection that can be pre- 
dicated to God at all, must belong 
to Hinf in an infinite degree. 

Let us, to-day, dwell for a few mo- 
ments on the Greatness of God and on 
some of the which are dic- 
tated by it. Usually we try to form 
some estimate the greatness of 
God, of His immensity, by consid- 
ering the immense universe, which the 
most eminent scientists hold to be 
limited and therefore finite, despite 
the fact that the most vivid imagina- 
tion unable to represent its vast- 
ness. If the universe be limited and 
everything material is limited—it 
must have been created. Lf God creat- 
ed it, whether directly or indirectly 
(as evolutionists hold) He must be 
greater than it He must be in- 
finitely great, which means His great- 
hess cannot be measured or even ima- 
gined. Einstein conceives 
the vast universe as being static or 
unchangeable in shape and dimensions, 
while other scientists, and notably Dr. 
Harlow Shapley, Directo. the As- 
tronomical Observatory at Harvard, 
believe that the universe is ever ex- 
panding further and further into 
space. How the universe is, 
be told figures, but 
grasped by the mind 
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have reached us yet. While these 
bodies are limited, and therefore 
finite, while all the space they oc- 
cupy even though the imagination 
cannot visualize it, is limited and 
therefore finite, God is infinite or, 
in other words, infinitely greater, 
His immensity is infinitely more dif- 
fused than the whole creation. We 
are told by scientists, who have prov- 
ed their claim by photographs, that 
our own sun is one of the stars in 
the Milky Way, which is a collection 
of 40,000,000,000 stars. Remember 
there are less than 2,000,000,000 peo- 
ple in the world, and yet whole coun- 
tries, like China, India, Japan, Italy, 
England and numerous others, are 
over-populated. There are twenty 
times as many stars in the Milky Way 
alone as there are people in this whole 
world, and each of these stars is 
vastly bigger than this whole world. 
We seem to know of only one sun, 
yet the heavens contain hundreds of 
thousands of them, and 2,000 have 
been discovered, whose brightness is 
10,000 times greater than that of our 
sun. There can be no question about 
God’s greatness. 

At a meeting in Cleveland in De- 
cember, last lear, some of the fore- 
most scientists of the world spoke 
about the revelations of the latest 
telescopes, and one of them said that 
there are super-galaxies of stars 
about 170,000,000 light years away 
from us. Now if not one of us can 
conceive what 1,000,000 miles are, 
how much less 170,000,000 miles, and 
ow much less 17,000,000 times 
6,000,000,000,000 miles? But if the 
universe this great, its Creator 
is greater. 

One might prompted to ask 
whether the question of the infidel is 
not plausible. Since God is so majes- 
tic, is it reasonable to suppose that 
He is interested in us and concerns 
Himself about the conduct of any of 
us? The question is not justified, be- 
cause God created this great universe 
and all that us. We 
absolutely need the warmth and light 
of the sun, the influence of the moon.

Rev. A. E. Ribourg Seeks Correction 
Of Evils By Religious Teaching 


HE Reverend A. E. Ribourg, pas-' 
tor of St. Andrew's Protestant 
Episcopal Church, New York City, 
gives utterance to some sound social 
doctrine which American people should 
learn. He believes that the reforma- 
tion of society must be accomplished 
through the reformation of the in- 
dividual, and that social workers who 
cannot change the hearts of people 
can effect only a temporary cure. Re- 
ligion alone can make men what they 
ought to be, and therefore society 
what it ought to be. Says Dr. Ribourg: 
“The world is what man makes it. 
If the earth wicked, it is because 
man is corrupt, because of his envy, 
his greed and ambition. The world 
cannot be conquered, it cannot be es- 
tablished upon the basis of brother- 
hood except by changing the heart 
of man; that is, by changing his point 
of view. This is the method of Jesus. 
He brings the redemption of the world 
by the regeneration of the heart. 
“The conditions of life for the ma 
jority of human beings are devilish 
and damnable, they ought to be re- 
medied and they shall be remedied. 
But when all the social service com- 
missions have carried out all their 
plans of social reconstruction and am- 
elioration, they have not finished with 
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ithe problem. They will have to be- 


gin over and over again as long as 
the hearts of men are not changed. 
Man can only conquer the world that 
is outside by conquering the world 
within himself. Only faith in God, 
faith in the superiority of goodness 
over evil, will do that 

“Men, and especially the men who

of righteousness, justice and brother- 
hood over initustice. selfishness and 
greed, no social fabric can endure, and 
faith, Christian faith especially, will 
alone do it, for faith spiritual in- 
telligence.

States Children’s Bureau, the study 
including the work of both public and 
private agencies, emphasizes the great 
expansion in public relief work last 
year. However, persons prominent in 
Catholic charities work point out that 
the private agencies gave great stimu- 
lation to public movements and were 
to some extent responsible for the 
public movements, particularly in the 
matter of job-finding and emergency 
relief. Moreover, they say, Catholic 
agencies have played no little part in 
the accomplishments of the private 
agency group. 

It is impossible for this reason, 
these workers say, to estimate accur- 
ately the total increase in relief effect- 
ed through Catholic charities organi- 
zations.

IN OTHER LANDS s, 


We read in the LONDON DAILY MAIL that “few Brit- 
ish Charitable Organizations, if any, are self-supporting, 
or have even a sufficient insured income to meet the cost of 
upkeep. In putting forth pleas for aid the value of legacies 
and annual subscriptions is strongly stressed. 

“Donations from all sources fell below the average dur- 
ing the year 1930, while the demand upon charitable ser- 
vice was considerably increased by the industrial depres- 
sion and unemployment.” 

We in the United States, who are feeling the sting of the 
hard times, must not forget that people outside of our coun- 
try, in practically all parts of the world, are feeling it much 
more. 

Mr. William Eady, assistant Secretary of the Ministry 
of Labor, in England, recently declared: “It is fairly clear 
that for the next two or three years figures of unemploy- 
ment, appreciably higher than those experienced from 1927 
to 1929, must be expected for industry as a whole.” People 
were dismissed from work by the thousands after Christmas 
and the dole demands are now exorbitant. 

In Germany the suffering is worse and the relief work 
much more costly. In the February first number of the CHI- 
CAGO TRIBUNE a story from Berlin represents that there 
nearly 1,000,000 people are fed daily by that municipality at a 
cost of $100,000.00 a day. 

The city of Berlin spends nearly $260,000,000.00 a year, 
one-third of which is used for welfare organization enter- 
prises. It costs every resident of Berlin $13.00 a year in taxes 
for the welfare fund alone.

Defining The Infinite 


The modern creed begins with a 
‘misconception of God, expressed in 
terms so vague as to deprive God of 
a name by which His creatures can 
‘know Him. The modern mind makes a 
virtue of being vague when it speaks 
of God and religion. Solemnly self- 
‘sufficient, it tells us what it thinks 
God and religion mean, but we do not 
understand its language. The able and 
popular Dr. Fosdick, perhaps the most 
‘widely known exponent of this creed- 
‘less, formless, liberal religion of 
‘America, says that it is absurd to ask 
for a definition of God; for to define 
God is to limit God; and that is con- 
tradictory. We have, then, no defini- 
tion of God, but only a “roadway that 
leads out toward God.” Now, when we 
‘define God, we do not limit God. We 
‘onty deciare the limits of our knowl- 
‘edge of God. In every age, the saints 
‘and mystics have enjoyed the most 
perfect and personal knowledge of God 
attainable on this earth. But none of 
them has ever dreamed or dared to 
say that he fully knew God, compre- 
hended the eternal, compassed the in- 
finite. Furthermore, a roadway must 
be defined, if we are to travel it; and 
if the roadway of religion is to lead 
us, not only “out toward God,” but 
actually to God, then we, who go that 
way, must have some definite knowl- 
edge of who and what God is, where 
and how He ean be reached. Such 
definite knowledge is impossible with- 
out definitions, without dogmas, with- 


lout a creed. 


When the Catholic begins his creed, 
“T believe in God,” he does not need 
to ask himself who and what is the 
God in whom he believes. He means 
the God Whom Christ revealed, the 
Personal God, Father, Son and Holy 
Ghost, a Being with mind and will, 
with Whom it is possible for our minds 
and wills to enter into a personal re- 
lationship. Here is the crux of the 
question. The modern mind has large- 
ly lost the idea of a personal God. It 
ridicules the “crude and childish an- 
thropomorphisms” of Holy Writ, the 
references to God’s eyes and ears and 
hands, the “colored picture” story of 
God whieh devout believers accept with 
such ready credulity! The modern 
mind faila to see that these are but 
the humble efforts of man to approach 


the Infinite and to render such a ser-| 


vice as is conformable with the divine 
will,

St. Bonaventure 
was buried in the church of the Fran- 
ciscans at Lyons, and the funeral 
oration was delivered by Cardinal 
Tarantasia—later Pope Innocent VY.

Cleveland.—Direction that an octave | 
of prayer for the relief of unemploy- 
ment be held throughout the Cleve-| 
land diocese is included in the Lenten’ 
pastoral of Bishop Joseph Schrembs. | 
The Bishop's request for the period of 
prayer follows: 

“To obtain God's special help in our 
present great necessities, an octave of 
prayer is hereby ordered in all parish 
churches and chapels of religious com- 
munities. [t will commence on the 
First Sunday of Lent and conclude on 
the Second Sunday. 

“After the morning Masses, the 
Litany of the Saints shall be recited. 
In the evening, the devotions shall con- 
sist of appropriate prayers, sermon 


.and Benediction of the Most Blessed 


Sacrament. 

“During the octave of prayer, the 
attention of the people should be di- 
rected to the meaning of the Ember 
days. The evening sermons should 
explain the great petitions of the Lit- 
any of All Saints and the spirit of the 
Penitential Psalms. 

“From Plague, Famine and War-— 
from Hatred, Anger and All Ill-Will 

Deliver Us O Lord. 

“Until further notice, the prayer 
from the Votive Mass ‘Pro quacunque 
necessitate’ is preacribed as the ‘oratio 
imperata.’ ” 

The Bishop's pastoral also contains 
this instruction: 

“In the future, every time the pray- 
ers after Mass are recited, they shall 
be prefaced with the announcement 
that they are ordered by Our Holy 
Father for the intention that the per- 
secution of the Church in Russia may 
cease, Also when the divine praises 
are recited at Benediction, it should be 
announced beforehand that they are 
offered in reparation of blasphemy and 
profane language.”

The three greatest influences on 
opinion are the newspaper, the 
radio and the movies. With their pre. 
vent appeal not only to sight, as in the 
old silent pictures, but likewise to the 
hearing, many have designated the 
movies as the greatest single factor 
infl American social and family 
life. Peeling the truth of this, and not 
satisfied with the sense of reaponsi- 
bility displayed by the producers of 
pictures, many communities have set 
up of censorship to which ex- 
hibitera must eubmit their pictures 
for judgment upon their suitability 
for display to the public. 


The censorship problem in general 
is as old as the human race.

The censoring authority is attacked 
on the one side by the amall but loud 
group of self-designated “intelligent- 
sia”, who believe that their “righta” 
and “liberties” are being infringed, 
when the public authority decides that 
this or that book, magazine, or mov- 
ing picture is unfit for public con- 
sumption; on the other hand, the cen: | 
soring authority finds itself the victim 
of attacks from the producers of mov. 
ing pictures who justly claim that 
when they have gone to great expense 
in the preparation of a given picture, | 
this expense sometimes amounting to 
a million dollars, in the hope that they 
would be able to display it at a fair) 
profit throughout the country, refusal 
to permit it to be seen is an attack 
upon property rights and an unjust 
restriction of their activities. 

The work of censorship then, no 
matter how it ie done, is not an easy 
task and anything that can be done to 
make censorship unnecessary would 
be as welcome to public authority as 
it would be to the producers of mo- 
tion pictures themselves. 

However true it may be that the 
refusal to permit any particular ple- 
ture to be shown ie an unjust invasion 
of property rights, there can be no 
doubt that the rights of the weak to 
protection from bad example and the 
righta of immature innocence to pro- 
tection from corruption certainly 
take precedence over the right of 
any movie producer to make a profit. 
The best way to eliminate the neces 
sity of censorship, is so to educate the 
minds and coneciences of the public 
that they will make their censorship 
of bad pictures felt at the box offices 
of theatres. We are personally of the 
opinion that if half of the enthusiasm 
and activity on the part of church and 
other public agencies that is now spent 
upon deploring and condemning wn- 
wholesome productions devoted 
to boosting good pictures of high en 
tertainment value the result would 
be emphatically felt by the 
producers that the censorship problem 
would solve iteelf. BShow a theatre 
owner a packed house lor every per- 
formance of a good and harmless pic 
ture and you will soon have him ery 
ing for more of the same kind of pi 
tures from his distributing agency. 

Henee, the policy of this coiumn is 
to recommend but not to condemn pic. 
tures. We believe that any other pol- 
iey would have two bad results. First, 
it would, as all public condemnation 
does, give free advertising to unsay- 
ory productions, and second, would in- 
fluence that group of weak characters) 
who seek the unsavory to attend the 
pictures condemned.
